tion' from the filoment. When the
glhes 18 clenr the light passes strnlght
through, suffering a definite loss from
the carbon film. When the glass I8
frosted the Hght undergoes many re-
flections In the Interlor of the bulb
from the Innumerable facets, and at
ench reflectlon it loses something on
